His Plan to Climb Back Into Power by 
New Revolution Had American 
Financial Backing 


lT?5(ited States Department of Justice Will Sift Plot to 
Bottom Following Arrest of Huerta and 
'Orozco at El Paso. 


Washington, June 28.—Inside detaUs 
of a pdot to restore the Huerta regime 
to Mexico, nipped in the bud by the 
United States, began trickling out to- 
day through the net of official secrecy 
vhile Gen. Huerca and nis chief lieuten- 
ant, Pascual Orozco, are under federal 
detention at El Paso. Thedr arrest last 
night was on the charge of conspiring 
to violate American neutrality laws in 
attempting to set afoot a new revolu- 
tionary movement in Mexico from the 
United States. 


Other Mexicans, nearly a 
score of 
whom had a part in the plot that failed, 
and probably some Americans are under 
surveillance by the department of jus- 
tice. 


Will Sift Case Down. 


Secretary 
Lansing 
conferred 
today 
with Assistant Attorney General War- 
ren and it became apparent that the 
department of justice intends to sift the 
case to find the backers of the new rev- 
olution. WTiere the trail might lead in 
the United States is only a matter of 
conjecture. 


All officials were steadfastly silent on 
that feature, but 
it is 
generally be- 
lieved by those in close touch with Mex- 
ican affairs that the coup was to have 
the financial support of some prominent 
American interests. 


Information was disclosed that weeks 
ago Huerta, in apparent seclusion at hia 
country place on Long Island, offered his 
services to Gen. Iturbide, one of the exile 
colony in New York, and at the same 
time sent an emisaary to Washington to 
ask if he would be persona don giata to 
this government if he took a part in 
Mexican affairs. 


Iturbide declined Huerta's 
company 
End simultaneously 
Washington 
sent 
word to the former dictators that he 
would be persona non grata, decidedly 
BO. 


Renewed His Offer. 


Immediately thereafter, 
the 
official 
advices here say, Huerta renewed his of- 
fer to Iturbide, with a modified propos- 
al that 
Iturbide accept Huerta's affl 
without Huerta's leadership, but with 
the co-operation of his associates. This 
last -offer, officials here and diplomat- 
, j ^ | y i t h 
Mexican interests who have 
b^Hkeeping themselves informed, say 
t t u r ^ e accepted. 


In view of this information, officials 
»re puzzled to know just how much of 


an active part Huerta intended to take 
in a movement on Mexican soil although 
they have no doubt at least that he m- 
tended to take charge of affairs on the 
border. 


Assistant Attorney 
Gerenal 
Warren 
made it clear that the agencies of the 
department of justice are being direct- 
ed not alone against Huerta and Orozco 
but against all other offenders affliated 
with the factions who are now xmder 
indictment. 
Officials of the department 
of justice were much surprised to learn 
that Huerta and Orozco had been re- 
leased on bail and ordered thai a close 
watch be kept on them. 


Just what evidence has been gathered 
against the former dictator and his as- 
sociates has not been disclosed, but it 
is understood to relate mostly to aidius 
;Mexicans on American territory. 


Until President Wilson returns from 
his trip to Cornish, N. H., it is unlikely 
there will be any new steps in the gov- 
ernment's 
policy 
toward 
Mexico. 
In 
fact while there is still a delicate situ- 
ation, it is said in well informed quar- 
ters that positive action by the United 
States in the 
Mexican 
situation was 
very unlikely. 
The American govern- 
ment will 
give 
the 
warring factions 
more time to come to an agreement. In 
the meantime, it is believed, preventing 
Gen. Huerta and others from complicat- 
ing the situation and exerting pressure 
for tlio branches of the original con- 
stitutional party to come to an agre> • 
ment on a government that may be ac- 
corded recognition.

Favorable CSÍerman Reply to 
Note is Indicated by 
Ambassador. 


FEELING NOW MUCH 
MORE OPTIMISTIC 


Report of Dr. Meyer-G^er- 
hard Had Excelent 
Eifect in Berlin. 


Washington, June 28.—A favorable re- 
ply by Germany to the last American 
note on submarine warfare is indicated 
in today's state department advices from 
Berlin. 


The advices came from Ambassadoi 
Gerard and were notably the first of a 
definite nature received since the Amer- 
ican note reached the German foreign 
office. The exact nature ,of 
the am- 
bassador's message was not divulged for 
obvious reasons, and it did not become 
known whether he revealed any indica- 
tion of the trend of the forthcoming 
German reply. 


The ambassador's advice was of suffi- 
cient detail, however, as to put officials 
in an optimistic attitude. 
It was com- 
municated to President Wilson at Corn- 
ish, N. H. 


Produced Favorable Effect. 


Ambassador Gerard based his observa- 
tions on the favorable effect of the visit 
of Dr. Anton Meyer-Gerhard, emissary 
of Count von Bernstorff, the German am- 
bassador hero, had produced on officials 
of the German government. Dr. Gerhard 
waa understood by Ambassador Gerard 
to have reported that public opinion in 
the United States had 
been 
growing 
more and more favorable to Germany 
when the sinking of the Lusitania undid 
what had been accomplished. 
Gerhard 
made it clear also 
that 
the 
United 
States did not want war, but wanted a 
satisfactory' reply to Its representations. 


German officials are eager, according 
to Ambassador Gerard's report, to give 
such an answer but at the same time 
they have made it clear that Germany

CROSS THE DNEISTER 
ALONG ENTIRE FRONT 


German Official Statement Records Still 
Futher Success Against the 
Hard-Driven Russians 


Today's War New» 
GÌT«n in Summary. 


Teutonic forces have pushed their 
way across tho Dneister along the en- 
tire front, the German official state- 
ment shows, the strong resistance 
which the Russians have been oñering 
there for some time having finally 
given way before the German as- 
laults. 
Concurrently comes an ad- 
mission by the Russians that they 
have withdrawn from their thirteen 
mile Bobrka-Zurawna front making 
it appear that the entire battle front 
in this territory will be shifted to 
the eastward. 


Such a shift would be in line with 
the expectation of military observers 
nbroad who have been predicting a 
Russian withdrawal from the Dneis- 
ter and a re-alignment of their arm- 
ies for a stand on the river Bug. 


Petrograd declares that 
the 
re- 
grouping of the Russian forces neces- 
sitated by the outcome of the Teu- 
tonic campaign in Galicia, has been 
completed and that the Muscovite 
armies are now in readiness to resist 
further Austro-German advances in 
either Galicia or Southern Poland. 


Of the fighting along the western 
front the French have little to say. 
The comparative inactivity of the 
French forces is attributed by ob- 
servers on the side of the allies as 
due to their desire to consolidate po- 
sitions already won and to gauge 
better the general plan of campaign 
on the part of the Germans and how 
it will affect the situation in France 
and Belgium. 


German accounts, 
on the 
other 
hand, detail numerous French activ- 
ities, including attacks in "The Laby- 
rinth" in the Argonne, in the Meuse 
hills and in the Vosges, all the at- 
tacks having been .repulsed. 
The 
Germans report a notable success in 
an aerial battle along the southern 
part of the front wUere two French 
aeroplanes were shot down. 


Berlin, June 28.—(Via London, 3:45 
p. m.)—The town of Halicz, in Galicia, 
on the Dneister river, has been occupied 
by German troops, according to the an- 
nouncement given out today by German 
military headquarters. 


Besides the occupation of Halicz the 
official statement 
announces 
that the 
river Dneister has been crossed by the 
Germans along the entire front. 


Amonc the news items prepared by 
the Overseas News agency for distribu- 
tion today was the following: 
"The 
German press reminds the world on the 
anniversary of 
the 
assassination of 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand, the heir to 
the Austrian throne, and his wife, at 
Snrayevo, and that Serva's protection 
of the assassins, precipitated the world- 
war. that fact having been almost ob- 
literated by the rapid subsequent de- 
velopments."

London, June 28.—The tide of battle 
is again flowing with the Teutonic al- 
lies in Galicia. 
German and Austrian 
claims of Wctory are substantiated by 
Russian admissions of retirement south 
of 
Lemberg. 
Simultaneously 
comed 
news of a Russian cotmcil of war at the 
front,- presided over by the emperor and 
participated in by 
the 
Russian com- 
mander-in-chief, the Grand Duke Nich- 
olas, leading military men and several 
cabinet ministers, while in Petersburg 
the recent retirement of the minister of 
war is to be followed by other changes, 
according to current report. 


Following recent indications that the 
Germans were assuming activity with 
the possible intention of beginning an- 
other march 
on 
Warsaw, 
down from 
near the east Prussian border, come re- 
ports of a strong offensive movement 
by the Teutonic forces in the southern 
part of 
Russian 
Poland. 
The latest 
Russian reports mentions this with the 
declaration that up to Saturday the new 
offensive had met with no success. 
It 
is likewise affirmed 
that 
German at- 
tacks in the Shavli 
and Narew river 
regions and across 
the Niemen have 
been repulsed. 


News from other sections of the far 
spread war front 
includes 
an official 
Italian report of 
an 
unsuccessful at- 
tempt by the Austrians to retake the 
heights of Zeillenkofel. 


German submarine activity has borne 
fruit again in the sinking of the British 
steamer Indrani in St. George's chan- 
nel. 


British

Smyrna, dropping bombs and causing 
more than 
seventy 
casualties in the 
Turkish garrison there, according to a 
report to Mityelene. 


An interesting statement in view of 
recent reports is attributed to the Ser- 
bian minister to Italy to the effect that 
Serbia will decline to make a separate 
peace.

illegal liquor resort to destroy it. The 
entire matter apparently rests upon a 
technicality, and Justice Day held with 
the plaintiffs that the officer» had not 
taken the liquor in a lawful way. It 
is the first time this question ever was 
raised here.

^olumo of this business are so staggering as to be almost incompre- 
' Sensible. So eminent an authority as Henry Oews, the New York 
¡financial expert, writes that "some careful estimates figure that mu- 
nition contracts valued at over $500,000,000 have already been 
placed in the TJnited States. Immense orders,have also been placed 
Sor other war supplies, which it is calculated; would bring the total 
Vip to about $750,000,000, the bulk of which »will be spent with the

But this is only about half the credits which, accord- 
ing to good authorities, have been under negottiation, including $500,- 
000,000 
for 
Great 
Britain,

CHEATING DEATH. 


William Allen White, 
in Collier's 
Weekly, gives a new side light on the 
life of the late William R. Nelson, of 
Kansas City. Nelson became famous as 
the publisher of the Star, of that city, 
fend at his death a few months ago was 
one of ttie most influential men in this 
country. 
The Star was always noted 
for its intense honesty of purpose—a 
characteristic which it inherited from 
its owner—and the hard fights which 
it paade for that which it believed to 
J>6 the right, won for it a national repu- 
tation. 


At the time of his death editors and 
friends of Colonel Nelson told of many 
of his characteristics, and all of them 
were creditable to any man. But it has 
remained for William »Allen White to 
give the world an incident that shows 
the man was so square he did not de- 
sire to cheat even Death. 


It seems that the physician in at- 
tendance, realizing that the colonel was 
doomed, undertook to keep him alive 
for a few days by adminisWing saline 
solutions, and did thus keep him alive 
for three or four days. Colonel Nelson 
rallied and demanded to know of the 
physician hi« exact condition, and sus- 
pecting that the physician was keeping 
him alive in that manner, asked him 
point blank if it was a fact. The doc- 
tor admitted that it was. 


Then the colonel told him he did not 
want to live under any such conditions. 
"I should have been dead several days 
,ago," he said, "and you have no right 
to play with me and Death 
in 
that 
manner"—or words to that effect. So 
he refused to allow the physician to 
administer to him any further, and, call- 
ing his family about him told them that 
he was perfectly willing in pass on, if 
that was the natural process; that he. 
wanted no artificial life. And he passed 
on, feeling that as he had played the 
game of life on the square, he had also 
given Death the same sort of a deal. 


OUR TRADE IN THE EAST. 


President Wilson and his party are reported to have been lost 
ior five hoiirs while motoring through unfamiliar territory in the 
foothills of the Green Mountains in Vermont, but there is nothing to 
indicate that the president was at all worried over his predicament.

It is the 
avowed purpose of the American Ex- 
press company not only to perform such 
financial services as it now performs 
at its European offices, but to act as an 
intermediary between 
United 
States 
manufacturers and Asiatic importers. In 
this way the company should speedily 
become an important trade agency. It 
is probable this company and other con- 
cerns with similar endg in view will ex- 
tend their activities to still other east- 
ern cities as conditions warrant growth. 


According- to the investigators, China 
continues to be hungry for American 
capital, and it is alSerted that Ameri- 
can trade is more than welcome through- 
out all southern Asia. 


After all, it may turn out that 
we 
have in hand in the Philippines an Ori- 
ental Alaska filled with limitless wealth

original, and furthermore very few have 
a knowledge of the cumulative power of 
a dollar if its earnings are constantly 
reinvested and allowed to grow.

'^SERVICE'' FULLERTON REPEATS, "IT'S SERVICE THAT COUNTS." 


(By Hugh Fullerton). 


Sen'ice, in tennis, is what pltchlngr i» to 
baseball, and following the Idea, the re- 
turn la to tennis what batting is to base- 
baU. 


On this simile there really is less "bat- 
ting" in tennis than there is in baseball, 
and the art of returning service strokes 
is more difficult and requires more skill 
and practice than is required to hit a 
baseball pitched even by the 
speediest 
and most wily of the star twlrlers. Tennis 
has both its Walter Johnsons at service 
and its Ty Cobbs at batting. 


This is a rule of tennis; that a cham- 
pion player should win practically all his 
service games. 
With 
two men evenly 
matched at singles the one who wins 
even one of his opponent's service games 
usually wins set and match. 


The 
return of service 
naturally 
be- 
comes the vital point of tennis. 
The po- 
sition in waiting for service should be 
adapted to the peculiar style of service 
of the opponent; provided one knows that 
style. 
Stand as nearly diagonally oppo- 
site the server as possible, with racket 
held across the body backhand. 


Stand on the toes, in position of the 
sprinter with knees 
flexed 
and 
body 
leady to spring in either direction. 


Strive always to return the ball with 
the forehand stroke which is the natural 
?nd probably the most important stroke 
in tennis. 
In "using the forehand stroke, 
either underhand or sidearm always keep 
the wrist flexed and strike the ball with 
the same motion you would use in crack- 
ing a whip.

One of the commonest mistakes of the 
beginners is to put the wrong foot for- 
ward In returning service.

in o-'ler that the weight of the body may

There is one stroke In tennis that com- 
monly is neglected. 
That la the lob; one 
of the most useful in the game. 
It Is to 
tennis what the bunt is to baseball, and 
should be used In much the same way; 
to catch the opponent off guard and to 
vary the style of 
attack. 
The 
player 
with a powerful smashing style who does 
not also possess a delicate control of 


racket and judgment of force that en- 
ables him to lob the ball is like a base- 
ball pitcher who has speed and no slow 
ball. 


When to use the lob, the smash, when 
to shorten the grip on the racket handle 
in volleying, when to "cut" the ball and 
when to drive it straight are problems for 
Individual players. 
''he champion player 
should have all strokes and use them to 
fit the situation.

at Sarayevo of Archduke Francis Ferd- 
inand of Austria, which turned Europe 
into an armed camp and most of it into 
a battlefield, finds the struggle between 
Teutonism 
and 
Slavism 
for racial as- 
cendancj' nearing what is thought here 
to be its high water mark, with 
the 
Teutonic armies for the most part still 
outwardly, though not without difficul- 
ty, dominating the situation. 


The penetration 
of 
the 
Germanic 
armies eastward fro mLemberg has had 
the inevitable result of forcing the Rus- 
sians from the 30-mile front between 
Bobrka and Zurawna where they 
had 
offered such stubborn resistance. 
The 
Muscovites, as they themselves 
admit, 
are now falling back to Gnila Lipa riv- 
er which runs 
from 
the 
northward 
Przemysl and through Rhoatyn to Halicz 
where it joins the Dneister. 
Military 
writers here anticipate that this back- 
ward move will necessitate a total with- 
drawal from the Dneister and that the 
Russians will make their next real stand 
on the river Bug. 


These writers also hold that though 
the Russian retreat must mean a great 
retardation to the prospects of a Musco- 
vite recovery to a condition making a 
counter offensive possible it has also rob- 
bed the Austro-Germans of the complete 
victory that might have been theirs if 
tiiey had been able to force the Russians 
to fight to a finish instead of the latter 
being able to withdraw their armies vir- 
tually intact. 


In the west field of war the French 
offensive seems less active than for some 
time past, pending/ consolidation of the 
grouid already wan and a clearer in- 
sight into the next move projected by 
the Germans.

AT WORK ON ANNUAL BUDGET. 


Board of Works 
Will 
Ask 
More for 
Bridge and Sewer Repairs. 


The board of works has begun the 
work of compiling its annual budget for 
the year 1916, which must go to the city 
council in August. 
The board's require- 
ments will on most items be about what 
was allowed for the present year, but 
there will be a rather heavy demand for 
money for bridge repairs and a much 
larger sum than was voted to this year's 
sewer maintenance and repair account.

wholosoipe but developmental. 


"Modern education, stimulated by rf- 
cent profound social changes,

tent and experimentation-

Effective Mileage Counts 
Heaviy in Europe's 
War Struggle. 


Washington, D. C., June 28—Effective 
railway mileage has played a 
potent 
part in the winning of modern battles. 
The RuBsiana have not only had well- 


e q u i p p e d , well-trained men to deal with 
in the ëastern war theater, but also a 
v-onderfui, strategically invaluable net 
of railways. The German railways have 
been instruments of first importance in 
every Russian defeat. On the western 
front, where the fighting has been more 
stationary, the highly developed rail- 
way system of Germany 
meets 
the 
equally highly 
developed 
system of 
France. How well France and Germany 
are prepared to meet the emergencies of 
war transportation as compared with 
the other belligerents, is shown in a re- 
cènt bulletin issued by the National 
Geographic society. The bulletin reads: 
"The total length of the railways of 
the worid is about 750,000 miles, of 
which considerably more than four-fifths 
falls to the continents of Europe and 
America. The United States leads all 
the other nations of the world in the 
total of its railroad mileage, though it 
is proportionately behind some of them 
Belgium, now back 
of the 
invaders 
lines, is one of the best supplied terri- 
tories in the Avorld for rail communica- 
tioni and the railways of Great Britain 
Geraoany and France are equal to al- 
most any strain that a war traffic may 
Diyt upon them. 


"Europe possesses more than 212,500 
iles of railway lines, of which about 
ne-third falls to the share of the cen- 
'tral German powers, the German empire 
ind Austria-Hungary. 
Germany, 
with 
its 210.000 square miles of area, 
has 
about 40,000 miles of rail line, while 
France, with its 208,000 square miles, 
has 32,.500 miles of trackage, 


"Russia and Finland, together, with 
a total area of 2,095,616 square miles, 
or very nearly ten times the 
size of 
Germany, has a railway mileage slight- 
ly less than that of Germany, In great 
part the Russian railways are far-flung 
trunk lines, and the Muscovite land no- 
where has anything corresponding to 
the interweaving railway nets of Ger- 
many and France. This lack of railway 
facilities has been one of the disad- 
vantages that the Russians have had 
to overcome during .the present war. 


"Among the other countries of Eu- 
rope, Italy has some 11,250 miles of 
railroad, so laid down as to bind al- 
most her entire frontier by a rail line 
fringe; Spain has about 10,000 miles of 
tiack; Great Britain and Ireland have 
E4,000 miles, and Austria-Fungary has 
a total milea<ïe of about 28.000. 


"The United States has aborjt one- 
third of the total mileage of the world. 
There are 65,000 miles of railway on the 
continent of Asia, about 26,000 miles on 
the continent of Africa, and 21,000 miles 
in Australia. 
Japan, Avith Korea, has 
only about 6,500 miles of railwaj-, and 
China has a mileage which totals about 
the same. 


"The railways of Germany, France 
and Austria-Hungary have been devel- 
oped with considerable attention to their 
value in times of war. This feature of 
railway development has been especial- 
ly prominent in Germany, where 
the 
state has presided over the growth and 
destinies of steam line communication. 
Several great trunk lines traverse Ger- 
many from her western to her eastern 
frontier, and these lines are prepared to 
bear almost any 
strain. 
Along 
the 
Frencû. border an all-inclusi\e network 
of railroad has been laid, while German 
railway lines parallel the Russian fron- 
tier, and receive feed lines from all parts 
of the empire."

CHEATING DEATH. 


\Villiam Allen White, 
in Collier's 


Weekly, gives a new side light on the 
life of" the late William R. Nelson, of 
Kansas City. Nelson became famous as 
the publisher of the Star, of that city, 
and at his death'a few months ago was 
one of the most influential men in thin 
country. 
The Star was always noted 


for its intense honesty of purpose—a 
characteristic which it inherited from 
its owner—and the hard fights which 
it made for that which it believed to 
be the right, won for it a national repu 
tation. 


At the time of his death editors anr 


frjends of Colonel Nelson told of many 
of his characteristics, and all of them 
were creditable to any man. But it has 
remained for William Allen White to 
give tho world an incident that shows 
the man was so square ho did not de- 
sirR to cheat even D^ath. 


H seems that the physician in at 


tendance, realizing that the. colonel was 
doomed, undertook to keep him alive 
for a few days by administering saline 
solutions, and did thus keep him alive 
for three or four days. Colonel Nelson 
rallied and demanded to know of tho 
physician his exact condition, and sus- 
pecting that the physician was keeping 
him alive in that manner, asked him 
point blank if It was a faet. The doe- 
tor admitted that, it was. 


Then the colonel told him he did not 


want to live under any such conditions. 
"I should have been dead several days 
ago," he said, "and you hnvo no right 
:o play with me and Death 
in that 


manner"—or words to that effect. So 
he refused to allow tho physician to 
administer to him any further, and, call- 
ing his family about him told them tha' 
he was perfectly willing to pass on, i 
that was the natural process; that, he 
wanted no artificial life. And be pa?se< 
on, feeling that as he had played tnt 
game of life on the square, he had also 
given Death the same sort of a deal.
